Boston. July 5—Hon. A. 33, Pillsbury, 


former attorney-general of Massachu- 
setts in letter to the Clan Na-Gael, for 
the first time announces his attitude on.

WORK OF DYNAMITERS 


Lives of Mauy Persons at OxfordTllle, 


N H, Placed in Jeopardy 


Orford, N. H , July 5.—Several build- 


ings in Orf ordville were dynamited early 
yesterday morning, and while only one, 
a small outbuilding, was destroyed, the 
store and postoffice occupied by Joseph. 
Bailey was badly wrecked, and the lives 
of several people were endangered. 
Three men, who are supposed to have 
been responsible for the explosions, have 
been identified, and it is expected that 
arrests will be made as soon as a warrant 
can be secured, 
The three men had been exploding 


dynamite m various parts of the town*, 
apparently for the purpose of adding to 
the general "night before" demonstra- 
tion. Later, it is alleged, they placed, a 
cartridge on the steps of the building 
occupied by Joseph Bailey as a store ajjid 
dwelling house. The village postoffice 
also is in the building. The explosion 
wrecked the lower front part of the 
building, tearing the piazza almost en* 
tirely away. Had the charge been 
properly placed the building undoubt- 
edly would have been demolished. Three 
persona, members of the Bailey family, 
T?ho were sleeping in the upper part ol 
the house, escaped without injury. 


Mr Bailey claims that one of the perpe- 


trators is a man whom he recently sued, 
and the latter made a disturbance in the 
poBtofflce and threatened that the time 
would come when he would have revenge 
on Bailey. 


An outbuilding of the new grammar 


school, over which a recent town meeting 
was sharply divided, was next destroyed, 
and the men. then went to the house of 
William H. Evans, with whom one mem- 
ber of the supposed gang had difficulty, 
and placed a, cartridge on the piazza. 
This one, as at the Bailey house, was mis- 
placed-and caused o"nly slight damage. 
Here, also, the family was m bed. 


Sheriff C. H. Rlley was summoned, but 


refused to act until a warrant could be 
issued. It is probable that the United 
States officials also will take eome action, 
as'the postofflce was to one of the builcl>- 
Ings upon which thV attempt to dyna- 
mite was made.

an Hour Only Each Day. 


Commissioner Temple has today is- 


sued notices to users of city water that 
beginning tonight, its use on lawns 
and streets will be restricted. Here- 
after and until further notice, use of 
the water through hose or lawn foun- 
tains will be allowed only from 7 to 
7.30 o'clock every evening. The break- 
ing of this rule will render the user 
liable to have the water, shut off from 
his premises 


This rule is made necessary by the 


continued falling of the water in the 
main reservoir. This has been steadily 
going down^since the long drouth, the 
rains sincte the drouth was broken not 
having been enough to raise the reser- 
voir materially at any time. The water 
from Broad brook, where the rains did 
more good, lias been turned into the 
main reservoir, and yet it has contin- 
ued to fall. 


At present there is only 37 feet of 


water i,n the reservoir, and the author- 
ities think-it time to check the ex- 
travagant waste of water on lawns that 
has been going on. There is no danger 
of a water famine, but the rule is sim- 
ply to prevent waste.

A SOLEMN OCCASION. 


Th* Only- Interview Bnchanan 


•With HI» Vice President. 


Vice President Stevenson used to tell 


a story which John C. Breckinridge 
had told him to illustrate the tradition- 
al relations between the president and 
the man whose principle business it is 
to wait for the possible death of the 
president, in order that be may take 
the president's chair. 


Breckinridge said that Buchanan 


never consulted him about any impor- 
tant matter, although as a Kentuckian, 
having the confidence of most of the 
southern leaders, he felt tbat his ad- 
vice might at times have been valuable 
to the president., In the early fall of 
1860, when Buchanan's term was near- 
ing an end, amid the gathering clouds 
of war, Vice President Breckinridge 
received an urgent summons to the 
White House. He responded at once, 
thinking that at last the president 
wanted Iris advice on the momentous 
questions then pending. When he ar- 
rived be was shown into the presi- 
dents room, and Mr. Buchanan, who 
was alone, called his private secretary 
and instructed him to see that they 
were not disturbed by anybody during 
the important conference which was to 
follow. 


When the private secretary had with- 


drawn, the president unlocked tbe pri- 
vate drawer in bis desk, took out a 
manuscript, sat down with great so- 
lemnity, and said to Vice President 
Breckinridge, in his most impressive 
manner, " I want to read you the draft 
of my Thanksgiving day proclamation 
and to get your opinion of it." 


The vice president controlled his fa- 


cial muscles, listened respectfully and 
seriously made some complimentary 
remarks about the important docu- 
ment, and, with his customary cour- 
tesy, bowed and smiled hiswayoutfroin 
the only interview to which be was 
ever invited by President Buchanan- 
Boston Herald. ,

"I was one of six American miners 


who were routed from their camp by a 
Venezuelan ant army," said a mining 
expert who lately arrived from Vene- 
zuela. "We retreated before iha in- 
vaders without making a fight, and for 
two good reasons.

"The standard yard measures which 


are owned ,by the government are cop- 
ies of the original, one of which Js 
owned by tho coast survey. The "Dnit- 
ed States naval observatory has one 
also. The delicacy of its construction 
may be gathered by the fact that a 
change of temperature of 
one-hun- 


dredth of a degreexof Fahrenheit has 
been found to produce a sensible effect 
on the length of the bar. 


•'The copies of the standard are 


made of bronze, for the reason that 
bronze is less affected by temperature 
than any distinct or single metal. 


"The cost of the construction of the 


original standard yard measure in- 
volved the labors of Bird and his as- 
sistants for nearly six years. Sheeps- 
hanks was 11 years in producing the 
accurate copies which he made from 
Bird's original measurements."—Wash- 
ington Star.

TRAPDOOR SPIDERS. 


SINGULAR FISH CRADLES. 


T»e Cnrlons Neat* That Theie 


nlona Insect* Construct. 


A curious species of insect is the 


trapdoor spider, whose nest consists of 
a tube excavated in the earth to the 
depth of six or eight inches. It is al- 
ways lined with silk, and it is closed 
with an Ingeniously constructed door. 
One sort of door closes Into the nest 
like a cork in a bottle, another is as 
thin as a piece of paper. 


In all cases the door opens outward, 


and when the nest is placed, as it usu- 
ally Is, on a sloping bank, it opens up- 
ward, so that there is no fear of its 
gaping. The object of the trapdoor is 
to conceal the nest, and consequently 
It is always made to resemble the gen- 
eral surface of the ground. Sometimes, 
however, an enemy attempts to open 
the door, and then the tomato braces 
its legs against the sides of the nest 
and holds it as fast as possible. 


Still other spiders have inner doors 


besides outer, so that If their first de- 
fense be carried they may have anoth- 
er behind which to retreat. More curi- 
ous still is the ingenuity of the branch 
trapdoor—that is to say, a door that 
opens from the .main tunnel of the 
nest into a side branch, which the 
stranger could discover, since there is 
nothing to distinguish it from any oth- 
er part of the main nest. So, then, if 
an enemy should effect an entrance 
the lawful occupant of the nest can 
quietly slip into the side branch, close 
the door and there remain in security 
while the intruder wonders what has 
become of her.—Our Animal Friends.

In the Nile there is a singular fisn 


that has been kupwn from early Bible 
times. It IB dedicated to the Apostle 
Simon or Peter,' is known as Tilapla 
eimonis and is especially common lu 
Palestine and the sea or lake of Tibe- 
rius. Nearly all these fishes have a 
singular method of caring for their 
young. At the time of spawning the 
mother fish forms a little nest among 
the reeds and rushes, in which she de- 
posits perhaps 200 green eggs, about 
the size of shot, which she immediate- 
ly deberts. Curiously enough, In all 
the thousands of fishes but three or four 
Instances are known where the mother 
displays any affection for her young or 
remains by them. 


The father stations himself by the 


nest and presently appears to be dining 
upon the eggs, but if he is carefully 
watched it will be seen that he is tak- 
ing them Into bis mouth with the 
greatest care and not swallowing 
them. They are lodged in what cor- 
responds to the cheeks and hpld there. 
The eggs soon hatch, the little fishes 
grow and the countenance of Mr. Tila- 
pla becomes greatly swollen and puff- 
ed out of all semblanco to his former 
self. He cannot -begin to close his 
mouth, and presents a most extraordi- 
nary appearance. 


To accommodate and protect the 


growing family the fish submits to 
great inconvenience and only permits 
them to escap* when it Is a physical 
impossibility to hold them any longer. 
At this time the father will undergo 
severe treatment rather than relin- 
quish his progeny. He has been thrown 
out upon the beach, but still clings to 
his charge, even during his death 
struggles. Many of the young remain 
in this singular cradle until they are 
four inches in length.—Philadelphia 
Inquirer.

An Ancient Scotch CNutom Which 


Once Involved Human Sacrifice. 
Sir John Sinclair's "Statistical Ac- 


count of Scotland" contains notices of 
many old customs, which still contin- 
ued to be observed in the Highlands, 
though they were even then fast dying 
out. From the eleventh volume of that 
great work, which was published in 
1791 and the succeeding years, we 
learn^ on the authority of the minister 
of Callander, Perthshire, that the boys 
of the township assembled in a body 
upon the moors on May day, and pro- 
ceeded to dig a circular trench, leaving 
the soil in the center undisturbed, so as 
to form a low table of green turf, suf- 
ficient in size to accommodate the 
whole party. 


They lighted a fire and prepared a 


custard of milk and eggs, and a large 
oatmeal cake, which they baked upon a 
stone placed in the embers. When they 
had eaten the custard, they divided the 
cake into as many equal portions as 
there were persons in the assembly and 
daubed one of those pieces with char- 
coal until it was perfectly black. They 
then placed all the pieces of cake to- 
gether in a bonnet, and each in turn 
drew one blindfolded, -the holder of the 
bonnet being entitled to the last piece. 
The boy who drew the blackened por- 
tion was destined to be sacrificed and 
was compelled to. leap three times 
through the flames. 


Although the ceremony had'degen- 


erated into a mere pastimes for boys, it 
is evident that it must once upon a 
time have involved the actual sacrifice 
of a human being, in order to render 
the coming summer fruitful.—Gentle- 
man's Magazine.

Does not 
every one know that it was the practi- 
cal Free Soilerswhomadeemanoipation 
possible, and not the hot, impracticable 
abolitionists; that the country was in- 
finitely more moved by Lincoln's tem- 
perate sagacity than by any man's en- 
thusiasm, instinctively trusted the man 
who saw the whole situation and kept 
his balance, and instinctively held off 
from those who refused to see more than 
one thing?

THE CIVIL WAR. 


Come Fact* for Folks Who Are Not Sure 


When It Ended. 


Many 
people think 
Appomattox 


marked the end of the war, as Snmter 
did its beginning. As a matter of fact 
the war did not end officially until 
Aug. 20, 1866, when President Johnson 
issued a pr<\ lamation announcing that 
war was at an end and that peace, or- 
der and tranquillity and civil authority 
existed in all the states. While Lee's 
surrender was not the end of the war, 
it was the beginning of the end. John- 
ston surrendered on April 26, Dick Tay- 
lor on May 4 and Kirby Smith not 
nntil May 36. On May 13, more than 
a month after Lee's surrender, a sharp 
fight took -place at Palmetto Ranch, in 
Texas, which is called by Jefferson 
Davis and other authorities the last 
battle of the war. The commander of 
the'Union troops, mostly colored, says 
in bis report: 


"The'last volley of the war, it is be- 


lieved, was fired by the Sixty-second 
United States Colored infantry, about 
sunset on May 13, 1865, between 
White's ranch and the Boca Chica, 
Texas." In this fight, which took place 
on the American side of the Rio Grande 
river, the Mexican Imperialists sent 
over a body of cavalry, which aided the 
Confederates in their last and success- 
ful attack. On June 18 Tennessee was 
declared at peace; June 23 the blockade i 
'was raised; July 23 Grant made his 
last official report; Aprils, 1866, procla- 
mation that Georgia, South Carolina, 
Virginia, North Carolina, Tennessee, 
Alabama, Louisiana, Arkansas, Missis- 
sippi and Florida were tranquil was is- 
sued by the president; Aug. 20, 1866, 
war was officially declared ended. The 
latter date was in 1867 fixed by congress 
as the official and legal date of the close 
of the war.—New York World.

Death of L, W. White. 


Luther Waterman White died at 1.26 


o'clock Tuesday morning at his home, 
corner of East Quincy and Wall streets, 
in the 65th year of his age. He had 
been sick but two weeks., and as many 
were not aware of the seriousness of his 
condition his death was a, surprise to a 
large part of the commuixity. The cause 
was 
inflammation of the- brain, with 


complications. He was attacked by his 
fatal illness in his store two wefks ago 
Monday night, and was removed to his 
home in a carriage and attended by a 
physician who at first pronounced his 
trouble acute indigestion, bull it was 
soon found to be of a more serious na- 
ture, and in spite of all that could be 
done he continued to fall. He was un- 
eonscious most of the time after his 
attack and was able to speak but little 
in his conscious moments, the trouble 
with his brain affecting the organs of 
speech. His battle with the disease 
showed the possession of a strong con- 
stitution, but for several days before 
his death it was realized by his phys- 
ician and family that there was no 
ground for hope of recovery. 


Mr. White was born in North Adams 


August 15. 1834, the son of Abijah anc 
Clansa Waterman White, and practi- 
cally his whole life was passed in his 
native town. He was educated in the 
public schools and when a young man 
he learned the jeweler's trade of Wil- 
lard Mitchell of this city, working later 
with Charles Mun.fi, a former wel 
known and popular jeweler here. Mr 
White engaged in business for himsel 
40 years ago, and for 33 years he had 
been located in the same store on Main 
street. This is a long time for a man 
to do business in one place and he was 
consequently well known by all who 
have any acquaintance with the busi 
nesa life of the city. He was an ex 
pert workman and gave strict attention 
to his business, and his store was a fix 
ture among the business institutions o 
the city. He was acoomodating in busi- 
ness and in personal matters and was 
highly respected as neighbor and citi- 
zen. A few years ago he acquired a lik- 
ing for the bicycle, the use of which he 
believed was beneficial to his health, 
and he became quite an enthusiast on 
the subject of wheeling, an indulgence 
which afforded him much pleasure as 
well as benefit. He seemed to be excel- 
lently preserved for a man of his years. 
He was as spry and active as the aver- 
age man of 40, and his sudden death 
affords an illustration, of the gr.\t un- 
certainty of life. He had been a mem- 
ber of the Baptist church for many 
years.

There was no formal celebration of 


the day in. this city yesterday, except 
for the fireworks display in the eve- 
ning, and during the day time the city 
waa practically depopulated by the ex- 
odus in all directions. A large major- 
ty of those who stirred at all went to 
Adams, but many went over the Pitch- 
burg to Troy or in the other direction 
to Lake Pleasant, while a number went 
to the lake at Pittsfleld. 


But if there was nothing here during 


the day, the night before and last eve- 
ning were plently lively enough, to sat- 
isfy the most particular. The great oc- 
casion flor the city was the impromp- 
tu celebration that began at 12 o'clock 
Monday night, and continued for sev- 
eral hours in the morning.

He 
was about to speak when'some man in 
the crowd stepped forward and asked 
him if he believed in pulling the Ameri- 
can flag down where once it had been 
raised. 
The question interested th$ 


senator. "I do not believe in taking 
down the American flag," he .replied, "if 
it is where it'belongs. I want the Ameri- 
can flag to be above a people who honor 
and love it, I do not'want to see a flag 
I love above a race of slaves." 


Senate Mason then went on to say that 


if there wJs anything in the world he 
despised above anything else it was this 
constant fadism of desiring to imitate 
England. 


"For 100 years," salif the senator, "we ,| 


have been hurrahing for self-govern- 
ment, for liberty of conscience and, gen- 
eral politics. For 100 years we have 
written it all over our history, and today 
•we are kUlIns men^ women and children 
because they want what our fathers 
fought for." The men we are shooting 
today fought for us 90 days ago. Nero 
himself never turned a gun upon an 
ally. Baying $20,000,000 to keep a people 
In slavery, something they have fought 
against for more than 200 years. Let 
those who tails of treason and traitors 
beware!" 


He said {here was no danger ftsom any 


foreign power if we mitid our own- busi- 
ness. The only dangefwouia'pe from 
two classes within. These classes he 
designated as hogs, and those,eitizens 
who are too indolent to attend caucuses 
or vote at polls. He defended Senator 
Hoar from the attacks-of "expansion- 
ists." 


Senator Mason waffled Postmaster 


General Smith and others who persist 
in applying the term traitors to i«ople 
who criticise the national government 
as to its attitude that they had better 
bo careful as to their words, for con- 
gress, he said, which is the only con- 
stitutional power to declare war, had 
not declared war in the Philippines since 
Spain laid down her arms

Now, niy friends, I am 
here tonight, as I shall be here, I trust, 
years from now, to protest against any 
alliance with England. 


"When Ergland gives up her govern- 


ment by the sword-, when England gives 
up her policy of assimilation, then we 
shall all join together in an alliance with 
England without a dissenting voice, for 
then Ireland will be free. But so long as 
England sets her foot upon the neck of 
nations she is not fit to *e allied with a 
republic. This view of miners hot a new' 
one. 
I have held it-fo*-mahy years, and 


I hope to hold it for many more." 


The speaker alluded to the 'present, 


struggle In the Philippines in about the 
same manner as Senator Mason, did,'say- 
ing that it was only in- the power of con^ 
gress to declare war/ and, as congress 
had not de'cUjxed-war-m thS Philippines, 
the entiret>lame for theoampaign rested 
on the administration. •

WEATHER-CROP BULLETIN. 


Marked Change For the Better All Round In 


the General Situation. 


Boston, July 5.—The New England eac- 


tion, climate and crop service of the 
weather bureau, issues the following 
bulletin for the week July 3: 


On the whole, the week has been bright 


and sunny, except on the 28th and 29th, 
when the heavy raina occurred. 


The temperature has beea somewhat 


variable. 
The days were generally 


•warm, but without extreme heat; the 
nights cool. Temperature 
fell to the 


frost point in northern sections on June 
30 and July 1. It is believed that the 
frosts were not destructive. The weekly 
mean temperature for the entire district 
was 65 degrees, or 1 degree below the 
mean of the previous week. As tins re- 
port closes, the mercury, ig advancing 
well towards the 90 degrres-mark. 


Abundant rains have fallen in moat 


sections, principally on the 2Sth. South- 
ern sections were especially favored, re- 
ceiving from .76 Inch to more than 2 
inches. There is now no complaint of 
lack of moisture in the south. The rain- 
fall was also copious in the northern half 
of the district, wtth few exceptions. 
These were: central and northern Ver- 
mont, and some of the interior counties 
of Maine, where ta yet the precipitati"" 
has hardly been sutncient for present 
purposes. 


The abundant rains which fell Curing 


the past week over most of the district 
have effectually broken the severe and 
long continued drought, and a marked 
change for the better in the general 
situation can be chronicled. The weather 
for the week hag been alj that the farmer 
could desire; the Mil has been- well 
moistened, and with the warm,, Buhny 
days following the rain, all crops made 
gooj and satisfactory growth. While 
the rain came too late In many sections 
to benefit the first crop of hay, it te'as- 
serted, nevertheless, that the failure will 
not be as great as was judged from early 
cuttings. Meadows and pastures are 
starting up and show improvement. On 
light aolla, the bay crop will undoubt- 


be very light, and much ground 


will be or has been plowed preparatory 
to planting corn or sowing fodder crops, 
especially in the southern section. On 
the other hand, well manured grass on 
damp land promises nearly a full yield: 


Planted crops, gut in during the dry 


season, and which would not have ap- 
peared save for the rain,- are now in sight 
and have a fair chance foi njaturirgr 


In a few pc-i tions of the district, prin- 


cipally m western arid central Vermont 
and parts of Ne\\ Hampshire and Maine, 
the latnfall has not been sufficient to 
break the drought, and the unfavorable 
reports of the past weeks are still re- 
ceived. These are. however, exceptions, 
and the drought is now confined to 
limited areas. "Complaint is also made, 
principally in the northern sections, of 
cjjld nights and high, drying winds, but 
even with these drawbacks crops are In 
general looking well. 


The" rain has helped the garden truck- 


Ing interests to a large extent, and gar- 
dens well cared for promise fair to good 
returns.

There were two celebrations in one, a 


"two ring show," as the circus posters 
say, and the two were so harmonized 
that they made the whole affair seem 
like one monstrous spectacle, which in 
reality it was.

' CITIZENS' CELEBRATION 


The Event* That Came Under Their 


Ilirectton I>nrlng the Day 


The citizens' celebration included the 


antiques and horribles, a part in the 
big parade later, sports on Park street, 
Dr. Thompson's-address, and the fire- 
works and band concert. The antiques 
and horribles, •nhich opened the day, 
proved a great success. The line formed 
on Maple street and started on the 
march over the principal streets of the 
town about 7:45 a. in. The feader of the 
parade was E. A. Thatcher. He rep- 
resented "The Terrible Turk," dressed 
-in yellow and blue and looking like a 
gid.ni. He rode his grey horse "Gen- 
eral," which weighs 1600 pounds, and 
carried a sword made of wood and cov- 
ered with tin. 
Sheriff O'Brien imper- 


sonated a Cuban general in a fine man- 
ner. 


Following "The Terrible Turk" came 


several Indians and then a take off on 
the local police force. Half a dozen 
men of ridiculous sizes and carrying 
huge clubs created laughter as they 
went along. The Forest park drum 
corps came next and after them was a 
take off on the Alerts. A number of 
boys dragging an old hose cart carried 
banners inscribed "We Saved the Cel- 
lar,'" and "First prize at Westfield, nit." 


Next came a take off on "Mayor" 


Jam,es Rodgers. Two men drove the

XliomphOuV Sllrrlus Address 
Soon after the arrival of the parade 


at the park, the address^ of the day was 
given by Kev. Dr. J. \V. Thompson of 
Pittsfield, formerly of this city. 
He 


spoke from a corner of the piazza, 
around the pavilion, and a large audi- 
ence was gathered about under the 
trees. 


After selections by Clapp's and the 


Germania bands, W. B. Plunkett, 
chairman of the citizens' committee in 
charge of their part of the day's ob- 
servance rose and made the introduc- 
tory remarks. He said in substance: 
"The people of Adams are a happy, 
contented and usually quiet people. 
Located as they are between the friend- 
ly and hustling cities of North Adams 
and Pittsfield, they are compelled to 
be modest. They are a busy people, and 
don't notice small matters, but when 
they do attempt to do anything, it 
amounts to something. And today the 
eyes of the entire county are centered 
iri Adams and its doings. We are a. 
proud people, proud of many things, 
notably today of the F. M. T. A. so- 
ciety and its work. Our chief pride, 
however, is in our company M who are 
year ago today were doing business at 
Santaigo. 
And we 
appreciate the 


honors that come to us, chief of whom 
today is Dr. Thompson of Pittsfield, 
who comes to make the address." 


Dr. Thompson was received with ap- 


plause, and also with the firing of 
many salutes by the small boys with 
toy pistols. This in fact continued till 
some of the youngsters had to be re- 
minded that there was a time for all 
things, 
including a time to keep 


silence. 


The address was a strong and timely 


one on the chief question of interest 
to the nation today, that of expansion, 
and in it Dr. Thompson took occasion 
to put his sentiments in favor of it 
still more positively on record than be- 
fore. He first spoke of the greatness 
of the nation and the increase in its 
greatness and in its standing among 
other nations during the last year, say- 
ing "We are proud to be Americans, 
all except Atkinson, and we don't ex- 
pect anything from him." 


We are working out not only our own 


destiny, said the doctor, but we are 
spreading our influence among the 
nations of the old world. Development 
for us is imperative, and there is 
nothing to prevent our extending our 
influence till we have stamped it on 
other governments of the world. We 
are chasing tyranny out of the world, 
and all have felt the magnetic touch 
of our policy-. America is face to face 
today with'the question, what ought 
we to do, and we must rise to a posi- 
tion of in?uence that shall spread over 
the world. 


We went to war a year ago for the 


sake of humanity and with no thought 
of adding to our territory, and when 
we came face to face with the situa- 
lion as left by Dewey, should we be 
anything but a nation of cowards if 
when terrifory came to us we lacked 
the genius and courage to care for it? 


Dr. Thompson read the rest of his 


address from manuscript, saying that 
he wished I" say exactly what he meant 
on this question. He spoke as follows: 


Thus born, thus educated, and grown 


amid popular institutions of freedom, 
what less could we have than we did, 
to stretch "out the mighty arm of the 
republic and wrench the scepter of 
tyranny from the grasp of the oopres- 
sor. With such a governmental mon- 
strosity as Spain in Cuba, breeding pes- 
tilence, by inaction, robbing- the man- 
sions of wealth and applying the torch 
to the hovels of the poor, reddening the 
soil with innocent blow!, and turning a 
splendid island of the tropics from an 
•earthly paradise to a hell; ail under- the 
shadow of this 'great republic of free- 
dom, so near that its eternal wail was 
in our ears; our guilt would hive called 
for vengeance from heaven had inter- 
ference been long-cr delayed. 
To have done other than we did with 
Spain would have required national 
representatives and senators cast in a 
mold that was not American, while a man 
made of other and cheaper stuff would 
had to have been in the presidential 
chair than that magnificent and peer- 
less American, William McKinley. And 
if the nation is to stultify itself, by 
throwing up its cowardly hands in the 
very flush and blaze of victory, by cast- 
ing aside the logical results of the war, 
and confessing inability to meet issues 
because they chance to be new—and 
full"' .- -• * ->t soa—you must secure a 
weaker coiigicss, and by popular vote, 
place in the presidential chair a lower 
type of American than William McKin- 
ley. But it is written on the soil from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, and from 
the lakes to the gulf, that for such a 
purpose of backward movement you 
can not get the votes. The great west 
and the Pacific coast will mot vote that 
the blood of their brave men shall have 
been, spilt in vain in the Philippine 
islands. 


The Hoar frost that fell on the pa- 


triotism of New England snon melted, 
and joining the mists of the advancing 
morning, New England stands solid to- 
day by the logical results of the war. It 
is not American material that says we 
are not capable of managing what we 
rae able to conquer. 


The whole great nation is anxiously 


awaiting the coming1 of the brave and 
matchless Dewey. We remember how 
mightily we were thrilled and inspired 
by' the story of his marvelous deeds in 
Manila Bay. There was a time when 
Balboa descended the Andes, and wad- 
ing Into the Pacific, unfurled the ban- 
ner of Spain and proclaimed all the 
property of the Spanish throne. 
But 


when Dewey waded into them in Man- 
ila bay, a.nd unfurled the stars and 
stripes, this was the great deed that 
proclaimed the Pacific, or all we saw 
nt to claim, belongs to the United 
States of America. 
. I- say the great .peoplfe who are wait- 
ing the coming of Dewey, to shower

Japan, from 50 to 60 days nearer to the 
South American Pacific ports. All these 
are prospective facts, that open a new 
and glorious career for this mighty re- 
public in connection with the Pacific.

more contempt for itself than opposi- 
tion to the "present government policy.
